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The Central Commercial Bureau of USIA is now offering 3,000 tons of grade A 
(i.e, ready for smelting) cast-iron scrap for 30 to 32 dollars per ton 

USIA has not yet set a fixed price per ton owing to present 
uncertainties as to the mode of transportation by which this scrap will be 
despatched from Austria. As it now stands, USIA officials have the choice 
of shipping this scrap either by rail or barge to the Czechborder where it will 
be reloaded on Czech railroad cars, sealed and re-despatched as a transit 
shipment through Austria, or sending it via the Danube to & Black Sea port 
where a non-Satellite freighter will pick it up for delivery to its final 
destination, This scrap has just been collected from various USIA installe- 
tions, and it is reported that USIA is also preparing to s@1] an additional 
5,000 tons of large cast-iron ingots for hard currency paynent. 


omment: USIA will vrobably find a buyer very shortly since this is 
a remarkably Low price for cast-iron scrap which now sells for 49 to 52 dollars 
per ton in New York. 
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
